From  this  time 
Paul  is  the  prominent  man.  For  Luke,  in  the  Acts, 
does  not  give  us  a  completed  biography  of  either  of  the 
Apostles.

Tradition  has  it,  that  in  his  last 
years  Peter  visited  Rome,  where  he  died  a  martyr  at 
nearly  the  same  time  as  the  Apostle  Paul.  To  the 
Words  and  Works  of  this  latter  Apostle  our  second 
part  in  this  series  of  questions  will  be  devoted.]
